and took out all the Plate, but meddl'd wic nothing 'eMe ; but befides all quis Booty, 
they found the Valleys of St. Martins and Lyſern, where they are now d, well 
ſtor d with Corn, which makes us believe they will find it a diſſicult thing to make 
them diſlodge from thenee, having expell'd the Savezards that liv'd in the Vale to the 
very tops of all the Mountains. All Savdy is in Arms, to prevent thoſe that have 
taken Sanctuary in Sasa, from going to their, Aſſiſtance, as it is believ d they 
will do; the Switzers not at all oppoſing the Levies which they make in thoſe parts. 
The Duke of Savoy has Written a very ſevere Letter to the Switzers upon thus oc- 
caſion, which they have taken very Ill, no leſt offended that he had broken his word 
with them, in not reſtoring to them the Miniſters and Children of the Yaadois. The 
Canton of Oury, whieh-is-a-popiſh Canton, has deliver'd up a hundred and five of 
thoſe poor people /to the Embaſſador of Savoy, after they had robb'd them of alltheir 
| Cloaths and mony, and put four of them to the Rack, to make them diſcover the de- 
ſignsof the reſt of their Brethren, bur they would not confeſs any thing. The Em- 
baſſador has caus d them to be tieti two and two'tegether, and ſent them away into 
Savoy, for fear that the Lords of Zurie and of 'Berne mould redemand them, which 
- they did; to whom the popiſſ Uunpons retürird for Anfwer, that they had de- 
diver'd them up already, but with tis condition, that no harm ſhould be done them z + 
which yery much dilpleas'd the Lördb bf Zurie and Berne 3 inforuch that. it proved 
the occaſion of a Rupture between them.
